This apparently insignificant 
Dog Star has already tilted over two 
of o u r giant planets, N eptune and 
Uranus, and J u p ite r’s feet a re now 
slipping out from un d er him. as the 
south pole of 
J u p ite r 
now falls to 
turn in tow ard the sun at P' rihelinn, 
and is carried on a tang. nt tow ard its 
secondary perihelion ahead, or to ­ 
ward its perihelion with reference to 
Sirius. 
Dog like, Sirius has a com ­ 
panion. they call It the companion of 
Sirius, a sm all
